Opinions differ as 
to ths most Impor- 
tant work of the 
Flfty-eeventh t Congress, ths anti-trust 
legislation being thought by many to bold 
th« first place.. As far as anti-trust 
mouures are concerned, the advance has 
boen marked. ' First came tho beef trust 
eicltcmcnt. Then the railroad merger 
forced sharp public criticism, and then, 
to Increase ths public's ho*tllu feeling 
against the trusts, cams- the coal sLrlka, 
which, perhaps, mora than anything else 
called 1 * attention to tbo vast power of 
the big corporations. 

' Coiicrefti Acta. 

Congress heard nnd acted. The De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor was 
estiiblUliod, nud : Senator Nelson's amend- 
ment providing for n bureau of public- 
ity was adopted. This bureau bos au- 
thority to Insist on tho making public 
of the operations of all grcnt corpora- 
tions; 

Legal ' authorities have held that ths 
Sherman anti-trust law did not go far 
enough. It was. tbh feeling that made 
the Flftyeovcnth' Congress pass a spa- 
olaf"o,ct making moro rapid the progress 
of suits against tbo trusts under the stat- 
ute as'lt exists. Attorney General Knox, 
acting under the power newly given, has 
pnt forces Into action to expedite the 
auits against tho railroad merger* in the 
Northwest. N 

Touching this matter of railroad com- 
binations, tho Blklns bill, which has be- 
come a law, Is of Interest. It provides 
heavy fines for tho giving or receiving of 
rebates. It has been charged that dis- 
criminating rebates were tho means of 
building up monopolies like the coal trust 
and the Standard 01) Company." 
■ Congress, as one of the Grift acts of the 
session, passed a bill suspending tho tar- 
iff on coal of all kinds coming from for- 
llgn countries.. 

Flalit on Iiiimlcrnllon Lair. 

Congress did not go as far ns was Ex- 
pected In the matter of. the immigration 
/aw. The alien measure is considered to 
bt of little, value. The bill as rjpf — *7

hi* foreigners. The Senate 'killed the 
educational clause,' Ths law as.lt stands 
U merely ; tin - Improvement on the old 
,»Utu,t« in that it strengthens tho admlu- 
'lBtfatlv* power' of tho former law. 
; Measures of Importance to our eastern 
possessions have become laws as the re- 
»tdt ot tbo work of the last session, A 
Currency J system, was provided for the 
Philippines.' Another act promoted the 
sfOclency of tbo Islands' constabulary, nnd 
•till another has for Its object the extra- 
dition of criminals from one Island to an- 
other."" An appropriation of $3,1)00,000 
was made to relievo the distress among 
th« Inhabitants of ths Philippine* caused 
by. ravages of disease among tho water, 
buffaloes, 'upon which the inhabitants 
depend for agricultural work. Hawaii Is 
Interested In the passage of an act for 
tbo redemption by the United Stntcs of 
Hawaiian sliver money, and In the appro- 
priation, to pay Judgment* growing out 
of the destruction, of property in the siip- 
presslng ot ths 'buVioulc plague. 

Tha bankruptcy law has been Amend- 
ed and a large, number of bills of Interest 
to different localities havo been passed, 
togother with . revoral private pension 
bills. A now building to cost $1,500,000 
was authorized' for\ the Department of 
Agriculture, 

The omnibus "public building measure 
was tbo cause of differences between the 
House and the Senate, but tho conferees 
finally reached an agrcemnt and 57fi0,0OO 
was added to tho new Chicago postoulce 
appropriation, an amount believed to bo 
su*ncient to finish tho Etruetura. 

Killed Ship Eiibsltlj- Bill. 

While tho-Firty-Beventh Congress did 
much in an; afllrmative way, it negatived 
Mrcral measures that were flirongly 
urged. The ship subsidy bill, which bad 
powerful Influence bnck of It, was killed. 
Ths statehood bill,' after a long fight 
Wai shelved, Mr, Quay, one of Its chief 
sponsors, deserting It* causa. Tha tariff 
wa* left alone. 

Senator Aldrlch's treasury plan bill 
was killed during the last hours of Con- 

Sreii. Certain clauses of the measure 
ad aroused tho hostility of bankers, and 
this, coupled with tho long fight over 
statehood hi the Senate and the Demo- 
cratic filibuster,' killed the bill. 

Ths Lodgt Philippine tariff measure 
also went down to defeat at ths last mo- 
ment. The, tobacco nnd sugar Interests 
fought the bill from tlio start. 

Lllluokalanl, one* Queen of Hawaii, 
but now a resident of Washington, will 
not get the $2OO,QO0 voted to her by ths 
Senato to compensate for property taken 
by this government The House refus- 
ed to give tha 'dusky queen a coat It 
was stated la the lower branch that tha 
lands for which she demnnds payment 
sever belonged to tho crows, but to the 
state. 

The measure known ss tha anarchy 
bill was passed quickly and without se- 
rious opposition. It provides for tho 
protection of tho President from assas- 
sination, and fixes punishment for those 
who attempt his life, 

Tho militia bill passed by Congress 
marks an advance In nil previous legis- 
lation touching the armed forces of tho 
several States. It provides for the gen- 
eral organisation of th* militia of the 
linked Stntcs nnd puts It on, a footing to 
make It quickly available whsn Its ser- 
vice* ma y bo required by ths gov ernment

Ths Injunction Issued at St Louis by 
Jude* Adnms of the Federal District 
Court* against the employe* of tha Wa- 
bash Railroad absolutely forbids tho 
men from going on strike. It I* the 
most sweeping court order ever Issned 
in a strike In the United States aud It* 
effect leaves the men In a quandary a* 
they cannot r-trlke without being la con- 
tempt Official* of the Brotherhood of 
Railroad Trainmen and tho Brotherhood 
of Locomotive Firemen say tho men will 
obey the order and make a legal fight 
to have it rescinded. 

The demand* ot the employe* on ill, 
divisions of the road are for an Increai* 
In wage* of from 13 to 15 per coat, and, 
according to the ultimatum sent Presi- 
dent Ramsey, 2,500 men are directly In- 
volved, although engineers, br&kamon, 
conductors and telegraphers, numbering 
approsimntely 130,000 more, may be 
drawn Into the r-truggle. 
Th* Injunction forbids the men — 
1 — To order, coerce, persuade, In- 
due* or otherwise cause, di- 
rectly or Indirectly, the men

S — To molest or Interiors In any 
way with ths business of the 
company,

influence men on connecting

Senator Perkins' idea. 

Senator George C. Perkins of Cali- 
fornia has some unusual ideas regard- 
ing tho election of United States 
Senators, and on account of these ho 
refused to listen to the appeals of his 
friends to go to California during the 
recent; senatorial right there. 

"I regard the members of the leg- 
islature," said be, "as the Jury of the 
people, bo far as the election of sena- 
tors Is concerned. Before tho elec- 
tion of tho legislature I made a cam- 
paign which extended the length and 
breadth of my state. I told the pooplo 
that 1 was a candidate for re-election 
and I made my promises to them. 
They elected a Republican legislature, 
and by so doing made that legislature 
their Jury.

The I senna u bill, prohibiting trans- 
portation companies from holding in-, 
terests in stock ynrdB, nine wm sent* 
to the committee on live stock and 
dairying In^the face' of a determined 
effort to send It to the 'committee on 
agriculture. It Is expected that the ag- 
ricultural committee will report out 
this week a measure to regulate stock 
yards charges.

Among other thliigH that will be 
nuked for by .Secretary Rose this j-our 
will be nn apprnprtatlou for extensive 
repairs on the state house. For years 
the mnghlltceilt cup! to! lias been sub' 
Jectcd to neglect on the part of the 
general assembly Hint has called forth, 
expressions of protest nnd disapprov- 
al from citizens all over the state 'who 
are familiar with the' decay thnt -Ms 
threatening the structure. The roof 
of the dome and of the four wings 
alike has reached such a Binge of dis- 
integration that further repair is pro- 
nounced Impracticable by experienced 
workmen nnd their utmost efforts fall 
to prevent serious leaks which are 
cnuslug extensive damage to the in- 
terior of the building. 

The heating plant maintained by the 
stale Is Inadeqxmte nnd the boilers 
have been overcrowded until thcy^nre 
actually considered unsafe.' The two 
passenger elevators arc still operated 
by the primitive wntT power method 
and arc the subject of general ridi- 
cule and contempt. Much office space 
that could be utilized through the 
Eclentlllc application of prisms, and 
which is deemed absolutely essential 
to meet the growing requirements of 
the state, Is now totally wasted be- 
en uro of the lack of light. The plumb- 
ing is defective and of ancient design. 
Decorations In rotunda and corridors 
are dingy nnd begrimed, tiling is 
loosened In the floors nnd the whole 
Btructure presents nn aspect of neg- 
lect nnd decay thnt Is looked upon as 
anything but creditable to the common- 
wealth whose dignity It Is aimed^ to 
represent. 

What fa Expected, 

It is expected that the present as* 
scmbly will appropriate a sum suffi- 
cient -to place 'a new roof on the build- 
ing, Install new boilers In tho heating 
plant, provide the elevators with elec- 
tric motors, remodel the plumbing, open 
new rooms, decorate anew the rotunda 
and corridors and otherwise refurbish 
and revamp both interior and exter- 
ior of the building until It again as- 
sumes the imposing statellncss it 
should command.

Schhigcnhuuf Is one of the Shpriiftin 
Republicans nnd is generally Jcoked 
upon as. one nf the mnnt forceful men 
in the house. The committer- ou fed- 
eral relations Is one of the least ac- 
tive committees In tbe boiist', seldom 
holding ti session and rarely having 
any matter of Importance for consid- 
eration. When Mr. Schlagcnluiuf wns 
given the chairmanship of this com- 
mittee it was taken by hi* associates 
ns nn endeavor on the part of the ad- 
ministration forces .-to humiliate nnd 
discipline him for his activity In behulf 
of Judge Sherman's candidacy for the 
speakership. For this reason, it Is 
sold, Sherman, men will endeavor lo 
make "Ibe mass, meeting arniuged by 
this Committee one of the principal;

Impaction of Slate Iniiltnttoul. 

Members, of the general assembly 
started today on the biennial tour of 
Inspection of the stnte institutions. A 
large party of legislators, some of 
whom were nccompntilcd by their 
wives or other relatives, left this af- 
ternoon In a special car, over the Chi- 
cago '& Alton rnilwny, for. Lpicotn, 
where the first Inspection will be made 
at 'the Asylum for Feeble Minded 
Children. , The party will spend the 
nJgbt In Lincoln nnd will proceed to- 
morrow to Normal, to visit the Sol-' 
dlera' "Widows' and OrphnnB' home. at 
that place. Tbe party will be absent 
the entire week; 

Considerable' rlvnlry has developed 
between the two measures providing 
for tbe establishment of nn epileptic 
colony nnd a state Hnnltorlum for con- 
sumptives, respectively, it Is gener- 
ally agreed that both hills cannot pass 
the present legislature as the nmomit 
of appropriations called for ia too targe 
to be considered. The epileptic colony 
measure ■e'manntes from tho state 
board of charities and the stuiltorlum 
proposition- from the stnte board of 
health, 'Four hundred super visors 
from over the state have petitioned 
Representative "Wheeler, who intro- 
duced tbe epileptic colony hill, urging 
Its passage. On tho other hand, sev- 
eral hundred physicians arc clamoring 
for the passage of the rival measure. 
The physicians point out that epilep- 
tics are exceedingly few, as compared 
with consumptives, nnd nlso dcclnro 
that the consumptives at Inrgc^nre a' 
mennnce to tho general health of the. 
commonwealth. ^Judications point to 
the favorable consideration of tbe.epll- 
eptlc colony measure.,

"Jean Flnot, editor of Hi* Revue de3 
Revues, recently put tho relations be- 
tween France and England In a most 
striking fashion. He said: 

''Great Britain deserves the name 
of the' richest and most Important of 
French. colonies. France is so bound 
up with her fate that the disappear- 
ance of England's economic . power 
would cause her Incalculable mischief. 
.Our total exports in 1901 wore -"only 
4,165,000,000 francs, of which Eug-' 
land took 1,204,000,000 francs, "or- 
more than 30 per cent of all the mer- 
chandise which we cast on tho 
world's market. But even of mere Im- 
portance is the fact that the amount 
of English purchases la Fiance is 
constantly growing. From 1,032,000,- 
000 francs in 1S96 ft rose to 1,132,000,- 
000 francs In 1897, to 1,238,000,000 
francs In' 1899,' and to 1,204,000,000 
francs In 1901, thus showing an In-

Returns of the Itrltlsh Heiclstrnr for 
the Ilnteralil Inle. - 

Tho. return -of tho British registrar 
general for Ireland Indicates that If tho 
ratio of decline In tho population for 
tho next fifty years Is tbo samo as dur- 
ing tho InBt half century thero will bs 
very"fow Irish pcoplo left— at least la 
Ireland. Tbo number of births, which 
In 1801 was 108,110, foil Inat year to> 
10O, 070, or nearly 6,000 loss than tha 
averago of . tbo ten years. Marrlagea, 
22,001 In number, wero Bllghtly over 
tho nvorngo, nnd deaths totaled 70,110, 
aa compared with 85,000 in 1801 and 
00.OJ4. In 3802, nnd n decennial aver- 
age of 88,004. Tho number of emi- 
grants, which ten years ago was 60,- 
023, fell to' 80,013, ns compared with a 
ton years' averago of 43,353. The situ- 
ation will bo, understood by comparing 
tho population figures calculated to tho 
middle of last yenr with those of Ire- 
laud's period of maximum population 
nnd the figures for 1S24, when tho col- 
IccUon of vital statistics was first sys- 
tematized.' These returns show the fol- 
lowing results:

From these figures It will bo Been 
that tho population In tho middle of 
last year was 2,032,010 less than It was 
soventy-clgbt years ago, and If the es- 
timated population In the middle of the 
present year— 1,426,000— bo compared 
with that of tho maximum year, the 
diminution in Qfty-slx years will ba 
found to reach tho astonishing flguro 
of 3,870,001. ■- 



"Wiuorproof Boots at Home. 
I havo for tbo last Ovo years used 
successfully a dressing for leather 
boots and shoes, composed of oil and 
India rubber, keeping out moisture and 
unlujurlous to tho leather applied, leav- 
ing sumo Boft nnd pliable. To prcpnro 
some, bent in an Iron vessel cither fish 
oil, castor oil, or even tallow to about 
260 degrees Fahrenheit, thon add, cut 
Into small pieces, vulcanized or raw 
Ttmlla' "rubber, about ono-flftb the 
weight of tho oil, gradually stirring 
Bnmo with a wooden spatula until tbo 
rubber Is completely dissolved In tha 
oil; lastly, and to give It color, a small 
amount of printer's Ink.; Pour Into a 
a'ultablo vessel nndjet,- cool. Ono or 
two applications of this are sufficient 
to thoroughly waterproof a pair of 
boots or shoes for a eon son. 'Boots or 
shoes dressed will tako common shoe 
blacking with tbo greatest facility.— '

Over Fifty Are Frightfully Injured 
by Explosion of Tank Cara nt Firs 
J11 the Freight Yards at Olcna, 
NctvTork, 
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A dolugo of bumble oil poured u\ion 
doions of spectators of a* fire In tho 
Erie,", freight yards at Oleau.N, Y., 
cauBcd tho death of a score or rubra of 
pcraons and frightful. Injury 'to-ever fifty 
other?. -'Many bodies havo been taken 
from tbo wreckage. Some of- them nrs 
burned beyond recognition, only lbs 
trunks and skulls remaining. The denth 
list may reach' thirty. . The agony of th« 
Injured Is pitiable. Great patches of 
flesh wero burned off of some and hung 
in Bhreds from their bodies. Several of 
theso victims will die. 

A freight train, mndo up principally 
of tank cars filled with oil,' broke in two 
near Olcan. The two sections of the 
train camo together with a crush nnd one 
of tho oil tanks was' demolished. Firo 
broke out nlmoBt Instantly and tho sky 
was lighted up for miles. 

Fl it 1 iics Cover Crowd. 

A largo crowd at onco left the city 
for the scene, of the lire. Whllo.tbcy were 
lined up along, the tracks a terrific ex- 
plosion occurred. The flames communi- 
cated quickly to the other tank cur's nnd 
a cccond and a third explosion followed 
end 1 other In rapid' succession , 

Sheets of flame shot out in nil direc- 
tions. Scores of persons wcra caught 
within the rone of tha fire and enveloped 
in Homes. Men and boys ran screaming 
down the tracks with their clothing a 
mass of *BhmoE. Others fell whuro they 
Btood, overcome by the awful heat. .lust 
bow ninny were killed ls not known, ns 
ninny of the bodies were Incinerated, 

Sydney Pish, a prominent business 
man, r-nld: "I wns attracted to tho scene 
of tho (Ire between 0;SO nnd 10 o'clock. 
When I was within n quarter of n mile of 
tho wrecked train' there wns a terrific 
explosion. Flames shot' outward and 
upward for u great distance. v 

LIka lliitunn Torches. 

"I saw several persons who atarted to 
run away drop 011 the railroad tracks, 
and they never moved ngaln. Others who 
had been standing close to tho wreckage 
were hurled through the air for hun- 
dreds of feet. The scene was awful. 
Half a dozen young hoys ran down the 
tracks with their clothing on fire. They 
resembled human torches. I could. hear 
their agonized screams distinctly from 
where I stood. They ran soma dlslanca 
down the track, and then threw t hem- 
salves to the ground, groveling In tha 
ditches In their frantic efforts to extin- 
guish tho flames, Thon they lay still, 
some of them unconscidus, others dead. 
I do not' know how runny wero killed, but 
I counted twenty bodies before I came 
away." 

Word was at once sent to Oleun po- 
lice headquarters by telephone. Every 
doctor and ambulance in the city wus 
summoned,. Grocery wugons and car- 
riages ~df nil kinds wero pressed Into 
service, and everything possible wns done 
to transport tho Injured without delay 
to the hospitals for treatment.

It was Impassible to ascertain tho 
names of tho dend at once, as their bod- 
ies were burned to ashes In the intenso 
heat A canvaBB Is being mndo'cf the 
city as rapidly as possible to find out 
tho names of those missing. 
.-.Jjnrge crowds" gathered nt the hospital 
add the faces , of the, Injured were anx- 
iously, sennned as. they were borne into 
tho building;, on/ stretchers. Touching 
scones were witnessed when one of tho 
poor blistered bodies : won., recognized by 
a father or a mother or brother, nnd It 
was with difficulty that persons were 
restrained from Invading tho operating 
room.
